HIS PAL WAS KILLED 


Th e second nigh t before th ey went 
into battle th ey started about six 
(» ’clock on a h ike toward th e front. 
It started to rain and th e farth er 
th ey went th e h arder it rained and 
th eir packs drew ex tremely h eavy . 
Th ey inarch ed until about 4 o’clock 
in th e morning and th en went up on 
a h igh h ill and laid down in th e mud 
to catch a little sleep and rest. Th ey 
stay ed h ere a sh ort time, got dried 
out and cleaned up a little. 
At th is 
point th ey were just in range of th e 
sh ells, and wh ile a great many came 
olose none fell among th em. 
Th ey 
left at 7 :30 th at nigh t and h iked to 
th e front line trench es, 
about six 
miles off. 
Th ey were lucky hs th ey 
sfm' got a sh ell from old Jerry , 
fo iti 
Heav y Artillery , 
of ph ort time after th ey got into th e 
t a t i 
line trench es, 
th e 
artillery 
flnied up and it seemed th at, th ere 
((¡s enough to blow th e world to 
aeces, or two worlds for th a t matter. 
Th is was about one o'clock in th e 
morning. 
It seemed th a t th e re was 
more steel in th e air going over to 
th e Germans th an was possible to be 
in th e space; it was almost a con­ 
tinuous piece of steel pouring over 
into th em. 
At 5:3') th e word was 
sent along to go over th e top. 
It was 
ideal on account of a h eavy fog and 
y ou couldn’t be seen for more th an 
twenty -five or th irty feet. T h e ground 
all around seemed to be newly plow­ 
ed. 
Th ey ch arged th e Germans un­ 
til about two o’clock in th e afternoon 
with out a letup. 
His company cap­ 
tured five 
h undred 
prisoners 
and 
large q uantities of ammunition, artil­ 
lery and stores. 
Get Iteal Treat. 
About two o’clock in th e afternoon 
th ey ran into a German camp, 


bank. 
Here h e began to th ink h is 
time h ad come, as th e bullets cer­ 
tainly were coming h is way . 
He laid 
h ere for anoth er twenty or th irty 
minutes, th en tsarted 
rolling over 
and over down th e h ill a na wh en 
a bout forty or fifty feet from a time 
h e got up and ran as best h e could 
with h is injured foot. 
He th en sta rt­ 
ed back toward th e first aid station, 
wh ich was at all times under fire. 
Terrible Sig ht. 
He stated th at h e wish ed be was 
an artist and could picture th e terri­ 
ble sigh ts h e saw as h o stated back 
to th e dressing stations. Men would 
ne dragging along with one or both 
legs sh ot off, oth ers with out an arm 
or h and, oth ers with th eir h eads all 
bandaged up. 
Some dropping down 
into th e mud to rest until th e could 
go furth er, or dy ing from th e loss of 
blood. 
Th e dead ly ong all about so 
th at it was difficult to move with out 
stepping on th em. 
Noth ing th at y ou 
could picture would be so terrible. 
Into Certain Death. 
He saw a company of men storm­ 
ing mach ine 
gun 
nests, saw th em 
dropping down, and oth ers back 
of 
th em going righ t into th e breach un­ 
til th e mach ine guns were silenced. 
Men in h is company were completely 
blown to pieces not over twenty feet 
from h im, and all th at could be found 
would be a piece of th eir body .

Dear M o ther, Dad a nd All; 
Merry C h ristm as to you all and I 
ho pe and tr u s t t h a t it will be one 
spent in 
g reat rejoieing and that you 
w ill hav e a H appy New Year and 
I 
kno w that y o u will enjoy th a t for we 
hav e n o th ing to look forw ard to but 
thrift and happiness in t h a t good old 
co untry o f ours. 
N othing like a year 
ag o , w h e n we had noth ing in front of 
us but t h e d a r k rav ages of war. 
I am at last back w ith my com­ 
pany after being in the^bospital for 
abo ut a m o nth. 
I sure was a mighty 
sick man fo r a week or more while 
there. 
I had pneum onia and 
for 
three day s, the nurse told me before 
leav ing , they were not 
sure 
they 
wo uld pull me through or not. I am 
sure that 1 could not hav e had better 
trea tm e nt if I had been in a big hos­ 
pital in Chicago. 
The nurses wejje 
wonderful and I had a good doctor. 
Dr. Gelsen. of San Francisco. 
It was 
an American Red Cross hospital and 
they fed m e well there a nd took good 
care o f my wants. 
I can not say too 
much fo r th e Red Cro ss for It is n 
wo nderful organization and anything 
donated to them sure goes for a good 
<*ause. 
The day tfc-3 Armistice was signed, 
I was sitting up beside my bed in an 
easy' chair ami I sure had no trouble 
In telling when it wall all ov er for 
such a bomb of guns, and ringing of 
bells. 
1 hav e nev er heard in my lire, 
fev oepf, of course, on th e fa r m ) . Sick 
ones were ev en weH enough to crawl 
out of bed. those that were sitting 
could at least stand and giv e a good 
shoot. 
T hose who were in the eon- 
v aleaoent 
ward, 
mostly 
wounded 
men, some on crutches, some limp­ 
ing, some with bandages ov er their 
♦ v es,— and a lot of these men would 
nev er again see th e battle front ev en 
of the war continued- 
bad a parade 
up and down between the buildings 
with the com m anding officer of the 
hospital at the head of it, carrying 
a hi« American flag. 
By the way 
?his was the first one I had seen in 
France. 
They 
were 
singing 
and 
shouting and another fu nny feature 
of the parade was that these men 
were dressed in pajamas, hath robes, 
and a pair of shoes. 
I feel just like 
the nurses said to me 
just think 
what all th at excitement means, at 
last this awful flow of 
blood 
has 
ceased. 
W hile I sat th eir thinking 
about the am azement of it all and 
wishing th a t I could hav e been with 
the boys in my company at the last, 
thev were in the v ery thick of it 
with old Fritz in the Woel plain. Our 
Infantry had started 
th eir 
adv ance 
against th e Huns on this plain only 
Mie day before and h a d adv anced 
some few kilometers and had resum ­ 
ed the adv ance on th e m orning of 
Die elev enth; they met with v ery stiff 
resistance on this m orning and the 
call was sent to the engineers to re­ 
inforce them. The boys ijiul only got­ 
ten into it when the tiling ceased, 
hut they say that in those last few 
moments old Fritz sent ov er more 
stuff than at any other time during 
the morning. 
He ev en turned bis 
biggest guns at a high altitude with 
time fuses on the shells so flint they 
would light among 
ou r adv ancing 
troops. 
The boys say that those last 
few moments were bell on ea rth and 
as long as they had liv ed through 
that they were sure to liv e the rest 
of eternity without so much as hav ­ 
ing a scratch. 
Then th ings got quiet 
all of a sudden as if all the men of 
both sides had "kicked in," as they 
receiv ed the order 
to cease firing. 
Then came the big sight of all when 
old Fritz flew the white flags from 
his lines. 
T h e fellows said that the 
Fritzies came ov er to th e m ; some 
had 
souv enirs and otfiers only to 
shake 
hands 
with 
th e 
American 
Doughboys. 
There was one fist fight 
when one of those Fritzies made the 
rem a rk that as soon as things were 
settled down he was going to the 
I ’. S, to liv e. 
That was too much for 
the doughboy and he immediately 
started to show this F ritz that he 
could use his fists as well as the 
American arm y had fought on the 
battle field. 
This finished that cele­ 
bration 
for our 
officers 
sent 
the 
Fritzies from our lines. 
But the rest 
of that day and night was spent in 
great excitement, shooting up lights 
and (lares. 
It sure was a great day 
and just th ink , today there is not a 
German enemy on French soil. 


This Woel plain was directly in 
front of Metz and Metz could he seen 
from the observ ation posts. 
On tin 
olher side of this plain was a high 
hill and then only a sh ort ways to 
Metz. 
F ritz had this plain just cov 
eredjWith mines and th e ta nks sure 
would hav e gotten 
som e 
reception. 
This Woel plain was at th e extreme 
end of what is called the St. Mihiel 
salient. 


I left the div ision af te r they had 
mov ed into th e salient. 
I was here 
only iwo days and r e tu rned to the 
div ision and am liv ing in the same 
dig-out I was liv ing in when I was 
taken sick. 
It is th e best dug-out 
that 1 hare liv ed in since I hav e been 
in France. 
It is one th a t was built 
by .he G erm a ns and they did hav e 
good mechanics. 
T h e re are places 
for about 
8 0,000 men In this one 
woods (St. Remyi all built by Fritz 
and ta ken from him on the driv e of 
September 12th. 
Today I am in a 
dug-out in the Saint Retny woods, 
a little north east of Bar-le-duc and 
about 
tw enty 
kilom eters 
west 
of 
Metz. 
W e expect to mov e from here 
any time but there are so many r u m ­ 
ors about that, one hardly knows 
what to believ e. 
Some say we are 
going to Strasshurg and others say 
we a t e going buck along 
the 
sea 
coast som ew here to wait for our turn 
to sail for that good old U. S. A. 
There a r e many discussions among 


the follows in rega rd to how long it 
will be before we arc back, but ev ­ 
ery 
conv ersation 
is 
s ta rt ed 
with. 
"W h e n we get b a c k " and t h a t ’s all 
we cun think of, and I am sure I hav e 
had enough of France. 
I hope if will 
not he long before I can put my feet 
u nder the table w ith the res t of you 
folks and enjoy som e of th ose good 
eats you spoke of that were awaiting 
me. 
I am sure it will .got be many 
m onths and then if I could be lucky 
ones in my life it m ight be quite 
soon, 
surely hope so. 
I hav e seen this country and plenty 
of this w ar to last me the rest of my 
life. 
I got on th e boat May 6 th and 
sailed from H ob ok e n on the 8 th, In 
the G erm an ship, George W ashing­ 
ton, which surely is a beauty. 
W e 
arriv ed at the h a r b or of Brest, which 
surely is a beauty. 
We arriv ed at 
th e h a r b or of Brest on the 18 th and 
had our go with the subs on the 
night of th e 17th, but we had a con­ 
v oy of ten sub chasers which hud 
joined us forty-eight hours out from 
shore and they drov e him off. This 
sub, or a nother one got a boat that 
day that was anchored in the harbor. 
When we left Brest we went to the 
northern part of F rance to a place 
called Diesinant, then hiked to Av en­ 
ues, where we stayed until we mov ed 
up to the zone of operations. 
W e 
got six or sev en bombings in this 
place and drilled in the day time. 
When we mov ed again it was to the 
front, so we hiked to Av esnes where 
we took a train to Poulainv ille, just 
outside of Arniens; 
from there we 
hiked to Wonloy and this is the hike 
I told you about long ago which was 
the worst one we ev er had, about 
twenty-two miles. 
This place was 
u nd e r shell fire and we were under 
shell fire from about J u ne f*th or 
7th until the middle of August. 
Our 
div ision went ov er th e top for the 
first tim e on the S om m e the morn 
ing of July 4th, at H amel woods and 
this was the battle Ogden Moore was 
h u r t iu. 
They did m any s tu nt s while 
on the Somme at Albert. The biggest 
stunt was the ta king by ou r boys of 
Chippie Ridge, a fte r the English had 
failed and called for reserv es. 
This 
was on th e 9 th of July. 
I was on 
the first patrol that went into Albert 
when Fritz ev acuated from this side 
of Albert to the high ground on the 
oth er side of th e riv er. 
1 was with 
th e English regim ent, th e 22nd Lon­ 
doners, on this night and tin* only 
American in the putrol. 
My job wuis 
to see if Fritz had mined the bridges 
or blown them up on th e oth e r side 
of town. 
We nev er got to th e riv er 
for wt* met one of F r i t z ’s patrol just 
before wo entered th e town and a 
fight 
a 
plenty happened, then 
we 
made our way to th e oth e r side of 
town, such as was left of th e place. 
There wo found that Fritz had not 
ta k en all his men to th e oth e r side of 
tlu* riv er, but had left his outposts 
on this side of about tw enty men 
each and well supplied with machine 
guns and trench m ortars. W e drew 
fire from one of the ir outposts and 
anoth er one opened on us, but we 
had a good position and started to 
make our way hack to our lines. Our 
1 ities were a good ways from the re 
and what m ade it seem a good deal 
further was because there were plen­ 
ty shells landing in Albert. 
Wt* fin­ 
ally got hack and then I was on a 
detail «>r engineers to go ov er tin* 
trenches and dug-outs Fritz had been 
in to see if he had mines set. 
Wo 
found the trenches free of mines hut 
th e dug-outs in th e trenches full of 
mines and besides this he had filled 
them full of yellow' cross gas and 
th en hoarded up the e nt ra nc e so it 
could not escape. 
The infantry then 
cam e forward and took the trenches 
and we m arked the dugouts mined 
so they would not go down in them. 
The next day we cam e hack and r e ­ 
mov ed th e mines and I got gassed 
there, but only slightly. 
We did all 
sorts of work, such as building con­ 
crete machine gun places and the 
like. 
We were th e first American 
div ision to be attached to the British 
forces. 
We were in the 4th corps 
of the fird British arm y and ou r di­ 
v ision gav e th em a good impression 
of what the Yanks could do. 
We 
liked to fight with th e British and 
Australian forces hut were glad when 
the word came that we were to go 
south with tin* rest of the Ameiican 
forces. 


We took the train from Amiens and 
went south to Baris 
and 
th en 
to 
Ligny near Bar le-duc. 
We stayed 
in towns near here for a v ery short 
while and then were taken in a u t o­ 
mobiles or trucks to a place called 
NMxiv ille, near Verdun. We w ere here 
one day and flu* next night mov ed to 
the front. 
Our 
dugouts 
w ere 
in 
Monziv ille, which was lev eled to the 
ground. 
The front line was on the 
oth e r side of hill No. 304. 
While 
th ere 1 had six men any myself who 
worked on putting in two machine 
gun outposts a half-mile in front of 
ou r front line. 
Well, it was m oon­ 
light most of the nights 1 had this job 
and we had to he 
on 
top 
of 
the 
grou nd a great ileal. 
We were so 
close to F ritzie ’s? lines that we could 
h e a r the horse-training 
operations 
arou nd his lines, so you can imagine 
we had so me fun out there before we 
got those machine guns places finish­ 
ed. 
W hen we w ere reliev ed by a n­ 
other div ision we went hack to Suss * 
le Grand where we stayed a week.

top with the Infantry on the m orn in

in time. 
1 was tired then, hav ing 
only finished the job oil the bridges, 
and as soon as I 
got 
hack 
in our 
trench th e Captain gav e the ord er to 
fix bayonets and we left ou r terneh 
a t 5:2 0 a. m. to driv e Fritz hack 1 0- 
w ards Germany, 
By ! p. in. we had 
taken our final objectlv e“on th-> high 
ground on the 
west 
bank 
of 
the 
Meuse riv er and had accomplished In 
those few hours what the French said 
would take us six months. 
We s t a r t ­ 
ed to dig iu under !u-av y m achine 
gun fire. 
I was sure 1 was so tired 
I would nev er get my hole dug, hut 
it ¿lire is surprising how fast one 
can dig when some one is trying his 
best to 
num ber 
you 
am ong 
those 
‘‘pushing up daisies." 
I had to get 
down sev eral times while digging this 
hole, hut when I did finish i t, 1 sta y­ 
ed there until reliev ed. 
We w ent 
bark Of the lines a ways the next day 
and started to work on the roads. 
We next adv anced on tin* 8 th of Oc­ 
tober and on this day we had to build 
bridges across th e Meuse riv er, and 
Oh, say! 
that was the worst job 
1 ev er did hav e. 
T h e shells landed 
around us while we wejx* doing this 
job at the rate of 9 5 per h ou r and 
he did m anage to knock I lire« * bridges 
down before we finally gnislied it. 
Tin* infantry went ov er it im m ed ia te­ 
ly and met th eir first resistance In 
tak ing the town of Conserv oy and 
hack of this town started th e Ar* 
gonno woods battle and, believ e me, 
there 
was 
some 
lighting 
in 
this 
woods. 
The div ision was reliev ed on 
I lie 23rd of October and we hiked to 
Verdun, slaying there for one night, 
then hiked the next three nights and 
found ourselv es on the front w here 
we are now. 
I left the div ision a fte r tw o days 
here to go to the hospital. 
On my 
way hack from the hospital T spent 
a day and a half in Baris.

I left this camp ¡if Toul a couple 
days later and came hack to th e c om ­ 
pany.

T h a nk s v ery much. 
Did you get the 
G erm an helmet 1 sent ? 
Must close, wishing you all once 
again a m erry C hristm as and a happy 
New Year.

W’e hav e been h a u l ­ 
ing rations and supply up to them. 
Made a trip a fte r gasoline for the 
trucks the other night to a rail head, 
sev enty miles round trip, in a blind­ 
ing sleet and snow storm. 
T h e road 
is along the Moselle riv er ¡ill the win 
;ind was a littb* cold on th e hands. 
Today is Sunday and a nice s u n­ 
shiny day. 
F ou r of us are qu artere d 
in one of the German homes. 
They 
are v ery nice to us. 
We are going 
to hav e fried potatoes a lid flap jacks 
for supper. 
They sure know how to 
m ake them good. 
T h e old German 
lady puts me in mind of Mrs. C., Mrs 
W 'tidm au’s mother,

LOCUSTS WILL 
HIT ILLINOIS 
ABOUT M AY 1 0 


B y Asso cia ted Press 
Urbana, 111.. Feb. 26.— “ The 17 - 
year-old locust is due to appear in Il­ 
linois about May 10, probably in the 
eastern counties, in most of Indiana 
and in the western 
half of Ohio,” 
says J . It. Mallock of the Natural H is­ 
tory survey of the University of Il­ 
linois. 
“ The bug last m ade its appearance 
in 1902. Tho m aximum num ber will 
appear the first week in J une and 
suddenly disappear late that month. 
This so-called locust does not attack 
veg etation. 
Its inoufh parts are not 
fitted for biting , hut for sucking . The 
adultft eats nothing and tho young 
feed (in three roots. 
Fem ales bore 
under tw ig bark and lay their eg g s. 
This boring tends to split the twig, 
m illing 
the 
sm aller 
branches and 
som etim es cause loss of an entire 
crop. 
Owk. hickory and apple trees 
arc especially attacked. 
Many sp rayin g experim ents 
have 
been tried with little success, 
a ker­ 
osene em u lsion will kill the locust 
but g reat care must be taken in its 
use as It is very injurious to trees 
B ordeaux m ixture g ives a deg ree of 
im m u n ity from the bug in orchards 
act it g as a repellnnt and preventing 
eg g laying . 
The use of a wire screen 
fastened around the tree about six- 
feet up on the trunk is probably the 
best way to exterm inate the locust.
